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New post office 
‘on the horizon’ 
for Cowbridge 


IT is looking 
increasingly likely 
that Cowbridge 
will finally have a 
post office, after 
three local 
politicians issued 
optimistic 
statements about 
the prospect. 

The carpets at Post 
Office HQ in Cardiff 
must be wearing thin as 
Vale politicians ask for 
meetings and updates 
about the issue. 

Cowbridge has been 
without a post office for 
more than a year now,

since the closure of the 
Spar Shop in April 
2014. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns, 
insisted that 
negotiations are in the 
final stages for the 
return of a post office. 

He said: “I am 
delighted to confirm 
that a new post office 
for Cowbridge is on the 
horizon. I have been 
pushing for a new 
operator for the past 
year, and despite many 
challenges - the 
community will soon 
benefit from a service in

• Extensive range of 
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Cowbridge that I 
consider to be vital.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
told The GEM that she 
has had three meetings 
with the Post Office, 
and also stated: “I am 
confident a new post 
office will open in 
Cowbridge. 

“The loss of these 
services is detrimental 
and unacceptable and a 
new post office must be 
a top priority for Post 
Office chiefs.” 

South Wales Central 
regional AM, Andrew 
RT Davies, has 
“cautiously welcomed” 
the prospect of a new 
post office in the town, 
following his own 
meeting with the Post 
Office’s head of 
external relations. 

He said that the 
meeting focused on the 
provision of post offices 
across the Vale, but with 
particular focus on a 
new site in Cowbridge, 
and he had been 
informed that an 
application for a new 
site in the town has 


been received. 

He added that the 
application is currently 
going through the 
process of checks and 
verification, and there is 
likely to be a public 
consultation held by 
September. 

If that consultation 
process concludes that a 
post office is wanted by 
the people and town, it 
could be up and running 
by the end of October 
or beginning of 
November. 

Mr Davies said: 
“While there have been 
false dawns in the past, 
this development should 
be cautiously welcomed 
with a quiet optimism 
that it could be resolved 
sooner rather than later. 

“Many people have 
been putting their 
shoulder to the wheel 
on this issue and it has 
been infuriating for 
many residents that 
Cowbridge has lacked a 
post office on its busy 
high street.” 

At this stage, the Post 
Office is not confirming 
the proposed location.

Cost question of 
4G pitch plan

To sum up then: the 
stadium will have a 
massive injection of cash 
for the exclusive use of a 
single business (albeit 
‘fan funded’) to the 
exclusion of athletics 
and other football 
events.

I don’t thi nk so, but I 
would be delighted if 
somebody from the Vale 
Council could explain 
the reasoning behind the 
decision; and also, just 
as importantly, what the 
hourly rate for hire of 
the facilities will be - if, 
indeed, anyone but 
Barry Town United 
Football Club is allowed 
to use it.

^Why removing the 
travellers is not as 
simple as it seems’ 


1 CONSIDER Alun 
Cairns’ ‘Viewpoint’ in 
The GEM last week in 
regard to the travellers at 
Dinas Powys unfair, and it 
had more to do with 
populism and trying to 
score cheap, political 
points, than providing the 
public with an informed 
and concise appraisal of 
the situation. 

It was wrong to compare 
Cardiff Council (where travellers 
were gone within two days) with 
the Vale Council (it took 10 days) 
without a full explanation and 
understanding of the facts of each 
case. 

Very few such situations are 
identical and local authorities 
deal with them on a case-by-case 
basis. 

I have no reason to believe 
officers in the Vale Council are 
any less (or more) competent than 
their Cardiff counterparts, and 
have no doubt both will have 
used legislative tools available to 
them, as considered appropriate. 

A council cannot remove 
unauthorised travellers from its 
land immediately. It has to 
follow due legal process and will 
invariably follow central 
Government guidance. 

Proper procedures must be 
followed to ensure that it is 
successful in obtaining the 
necessary authority from the 
courts to order the travellers to 


leave the site. 

On encountering such a 
situation, the authority has a duty 
to carry out welfare assessments 
and, if necessary, consult with 
external agencies - such as the 
NHS and the police. There may 
well need to be internal multi- 
departmental involvement. 

The authority will be mindful 
of the Human Rights Act in any 
decision they make, which must 
have regard to legality, necessity, 
proportionality, and common 
humanity. 

All must be properly 
documented, with an identifiable 
audit trail in relation to decisions 
made, in case any referral to the 
court is required. 

Dealing properly with such 
matters, is time-consuming. 
Officers must visit the site, 
interview the travellers (in the 
Dinas case possibly an interpreter 
would be needed), establish facts 
and record details. 

Other agencies may have to 
visit and report back before the 
council can act further. 

Reports will be submitted and 
then notices or direction orders 
must be drafted, signed and 
served. If the travellers remain, 
applications must be made for a 
court hearing. 

Statements will be drafted for 
submission to the court. If there 
is any objection, or if the court is 
not satisfied that the authority 
have carried out their statutory 
obligations, the case may be 
adjourned, further delaying 
eviction. 


For an authority to remove 
travellers from a site in two days 
using proper process is in my 
experience technically and 
practically almost impossible. I 
venture to suggest the travellers 
in Cardiff were probably only 
staying a couple of days anyway 
and left of their own accord. 

It is also easier to make a case 
and get court approval for 
moving travellers on if the local 
authority provides a legal 
transient travellers’ site to which 
they can relocate. 

There is not one provided by 
the Vale and the two travellers’ 
sites in Cardiff are more 
permanent residential sites. 

If the MP wishes to do 
something constructive, he could 
lobby for the law to be changed, 
so that councils could act more 
expeditiously by giving them 
similar powers to the police and 
be able to direct travellers to 
move on and take eviction action, 
without the need for court 
approval. 

It is quite possible that the Vale 
Council dealt with the problem as 
quickly as current procedures 
allow, and they should not be 
unduly criticised when the 
circumstances of the case are 
unknown - and certainly not by 
an MP whose body is responsible 
for the law and guidance which 
local authorities follow.

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‘Personal attacks 
over solar farm 
were totally 
unnecessary’ 


1 HAVE been 
working closely

Solarcentury, the 
developer for the 
proposed solar 
farm site on my 
land, for the past 
few months. 

I was encouraged to 
work with Solarcentury 
because of the 
company’s industry 
experience - having 
been around for 15 
years, the company is 
one of the most well- 
established solar 
companies in the world. 
This gives me 
confidence in their 
approach, their 
professionalism and their 
engineering expertise. 

Importantly, 
Solarcentury is also a 
responsible developer 
and the company does 
not develop in AONBs, 
sensitive environmental 
sites or national parks, 
or on best and most 
versatile land. Every 
site they choose to 
develop must adhere to 


the ‘10 commitments’ 
laid out by the Solar 
Trade Association 
(STA). 

The commitments are 
industry-wide guidelines 
on responsible solar 
farm development. 
Solarcentury frequently 
receives strong local 
support for the solar 
farms it develops. 

Solarcentury has 
identified a section of 
my land as suitable for a 
solar farm for several 
reasons, foremost that 
the land is not being 
utilised to its fullest 
potential and I had no 
plans for this to change. 
The land has been 
independently assessed 
to be ‘medium to low’ 
grade and its location is 
close to an electricity 
substation which m^es 
it a suitable site for a 
renewable generation 
project. 

Working to make 
better use of this site has 
been a careful, rigorous 
and well planned 
project. Both 
Solarcentury and I invite 
feedback about the plans 


for the site from local 
people. In fact, 
engaging with local 
people to hear their 
views is one of the 
commitments laid out in 
the STA’s 10 
commitments. 

So it has been with 
some dismay that I have 
experienced such an 
aggressive, relentless 
and personal campaign 
against my desire to use 
the land for something 
productive. I am deeply 
shocked that objectors 
consider it appropriate to 
publish my personal 
details without my 
knowledge, promote 
them throughout the 
village and encourage 
residents to harass me. 

The vitriolic language 
and tone of the posters 
are totally unnecessary. 

Further, the level of 
misinformation has been 
very disappointing; 
given how hard I’ve 
worked with 
Solarcentury to ensure 
local people are well 
informed about plans for 
the site. 

I encourage anyone 
with an interest in this 
clean energy generation 
project to read the 
information on 
Solarcentury’s website, 
which is the most 
accurate source of 
information. The page 
can be found at 
www.solarcentury.com/u 
k/sthilary. 

The page also shows 
copies of the display 
boards about the 
development, which is 
the information that was 
communicated at the 
open day in May.

LAST year’s Mayor 
of Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian, Coun 
Peter Knapp, may 
have passed on the 
mayoral baton to 
Coun Dave Morris, 
but he had one final 
duty to perform - 
and it was a happy 
one. 

He invited Mr Andrew 
Thomas, consultant in 
urology at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, 

Bridgend, to the town to 
present him with a 
cheque for £5,433.58 - 
raised by the mayor 
through charity events 
during his year in office. 

Mr Thomas collected 
the cheque on behalf of 
Prostate Cymru - a 
charity that started life in 
Cowbridge, when the late 
Ray Murray and Andy 
Thomas decided to 
launch GLAZE, an 
appeal to bring the first 
‘Green Light Laser’ 
machine to Wales. 

That laser was used to 
treat benign enlarged 
prostate conditions. It 
was installed in the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital and is still being 
used today, having 
treated over 1,000 
patients in the last 10 
years. 

However, Ray Murray 
and Andrew Thomas 
took the decision to 
extend the appeal, and it 
became Prostate Cymru, 
which funds treatment of 
all prostate conditions, 
and was responsible for 
bringing the Da Vinci 
Robotic Surgery 

equipment to Wales. 

Prostate Cymru also 
campaigns to raise men’s 
awareness of prostate 


cancer. 

Coun Knapp said: “I 
knew Ray Murray and 
greatly admired what he 
and Andy Thomas had 
achieved. 

“As soon as I was 
elected deputy mayor, I 
approached Andy and 
told him that, if I went on 
to be mayor, I would 
want Prostate Cymru to 
be my charity.” 

The money was raised 
by regular Saturday 
coffee mornings with the 
mayor in the council 
chambers, and through 
two major events, a 
charity concert by the 
local rock choir, and a 
Fawlty Towers dining 
evening. 

Coun Knapp added: 
“Andy turned up with a 
giant cheque and I 
couldn’t remember the 
exact amount, which is 
why the photo shows a 
figure of £5,400.00!” 


Probus learn 
about Ron’s 
flying career 


THE Cowbridge 
Pontfaen Probus 
Club held its fourth 
meeting following 
the merger of the 
Cowbridge and 
Pontfaen Club. 

This week, we were in 
the Bear Hotel’s 
ballroom. 

After a minimal 
amount of business, 
mainly resulting from the 
merger, president Derek 
Day introduced our 
speaker, Ron Powell. 

Ron is a published 
author and has a number 
of talks, but this one was 
about his first 10 years in 
the Royal Air Force. 

After some years in 
the Air Cadet Force, 
where he solo-ed in a 
glider before he could 
drive a car, he failed his 
selection board for 
officer and pilot training 
(ironically he 

commanded this unit just 
before his retirement) 
and so joined up as an 
apprentice. 

His description of 
basic and apprentice 
training seemed to bring 
back memories to a 
number of our members. 


After working on a V- 
bomber squadron, Ron 
was finally accepted for 
pilot training and ended 
up flying multi-engined 
planes. 

His career included 
flights to Ascension 
Island in support of the 
Falklands Task Force and 
flights to the Falkland 
Islands themselves. His 
descriptions of the in¬ 
flight fuelling required 
made it clear that these 
missions required very 
high levels of skill. 

His later career 
included the training of 
pilots, including the first 
woman to fly with the 
Red Arrows, and brought 
him to St Athan. Having 
experienced the delights 
of the Vale, Ron decided 
to settle in Barry Island 
rather than return to his 
native Shropshire. After 
this most interesting talk, 
members adjourned to 
the bar and, duly 
refreshed, many of us 
returned to the ballroom 
for lunch.

ON July 1, 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
School gathered in 
the town’s Holy 
Cross Church for 
two services to 
celebrate the 

centenary of the 
birth of Alun Lewis, 
one of the school’s 
most illustrious Old 
Boys. 

The congregation at 
the church was swelled 
by dignitaries from local 
councils, school 

governors and Old Boys. 

Mr Colin Lewis, a 
former head of Lower 
School at Cowbridge, 
delivered what the 
present head, Mrs Debra 
Thomas, described as a 
compelling account of 
life for the boarders at 
Cowbridge Grammar 
School in the 1920/30s. 

For example, Mr 
Lewis explained that in 
1926, Alun Lewis’ first 
year, there was still no 
electricity at the school. 

In those days, boarders 
took a candle to 
dormitories that now 
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Students go on a military-style expedition! 


ON Monday, June 
29, 32 pupils from 
Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive 
School set off on a 
journey to the 
Merthyr Mawr 
sand dunes in 
Bridgend. 

The trip was one night 
long with the group 
setting off from school at 
9am and returning at 
1.30pm the next day. 

First of all, we arrived 
at the MPCT 
headquarters in 

Bridgend, so that they 
could check our kit, 
supplies etc. We were 
split into two sections for 
competition. Then, we 
were given army 
camouflage uniforms and 
burgens to put all of our 
things into. 

Also, we were given 
3,300 calories worth of 
ration bags. I had a 
tomato sauce salad and 
an all-day breakfast for 
my two meals. We also 
had power bars, orange 
juice, fruit flakes and 
other energy-filling 
snacks. 

When we arrived at 
the road nearest to the 
campsite that the bus 
could go down, we 
received our burgens. My 
knees instantly collapsed 
at the sheer weight of 
them! In my opinion, it 


would have been easier 
carrying a person! 

Once we managed to 
get the bags on our 
backs, we trudged on to a 
rugby field next to 
Bridgend leisure centre 
to do some intense army 
training. 

We took off our 
burgens and were told 
how to estimate distance, 
using pacing. We did this 
with our burgens on and 
off to check the 
difference between the 
pacing. 

After this, we began 
our extremely long trek 
towards our camp with 
the heaviest bags we had 
ever carried. Overall, it 
probably took us around 
three and a half hours to 
walk about seven miles. 

More and more moans 
and gasps emerged from 
the ever-tiring crowd of 
hikers. Luckily, we were 
given rests at fairly 
regular intervals so that 
we could keep on going! 

Finally, we reached 
the end of our journey to 
our camp but we still 
couldn’t see the sand 
dunes! We were taken 
into a large forest and 
placed our burgens on the 
ground. 

We were allowed to 
eat our lunch and have a 
rest before the real 
activities began. The first 
activity that we did was 
‘camo and concealment’. 


We were taken to a 
hilly, savannah-like area 
with lots of long, dense 
grass so we could hide, 
concealing ourselves 
with army face paint and 
hidden away among the 
grass and trees. 

When we took the 
small but fast trek back 
the harbour, we were 
given the instruction to 
put up our shelter. 

The term they used for 
the plastic cover that we 
were soon to be sleeping 
under was a ‘basher’. A 
basher is a light plastic 
cover that is attached to 
two trees and the ground. 
Me and Joe (my partner) 
found the set-up very 
easy and were soon 
putting down our roll 
mats. 

Later on in the day, we 
began to plan for the 
main event: our recce 
patrol in the middle of 
the night. Our objective 
was to gather as much 
intel as we could by 
surveying a group of 
enemies guarding a lot of 
discarded ammo in a big 
car park. 

We had a long trek 
along the sand dunes 
towards our destination. 
Once we arrived, we had 
to use a tactical viewing 
technique called 

petalling. 

It is very simple as it 
means what is says. You 
just have to go around the 


car park in the shape of a 
flower petals. 

When we had gathered 
all of the intel needed, we 
walked back through the 
countryside along steeply 
ascending sand dunes 
and rough, rocky lanes 
back to camp. 

Once we got back, we 
all dropped onto our roll 
mats, got into our 
sleeping bags and went 
straight to sleep, after a 
very long and tiring day! 

Silence concealed the 
forest very early in 
morning. The sun had 
just come over the 
horizon and was peeking 
through the long trees. 

No-one, apart from Mr 
Paylor and one of the 
commanders, moved a 
muscle. Suddenly, a loud 
shout came from the 
commander’s mouth: 
“EVERYBODY UP! WE 
ARE UNDER 

ATTACK!” 

We were instructed to 
get up, get changed and 
get into line to evacuate 
the area. We trekked 
quickly through the 
green forest and the soft 
sand in order to escape 
the ‘enemy’. 

Once we arrived at our 
destination, we were told 
that we had three more 
fun activities to do and 
the day would be over. 
The first activity was to 
receive the name of an 
animal from the 
commander. In our 
sections, we had to order 
our animals in size order 
by just making the noise 
of that animal! 

No-one knew what 
each other’s animals 
were! Of course, our 
section won and were 
leading 1-0. 

The second task was a 
race across the sand 
dunes. Sadly, the other 
section won that to make 
it 1-1, but I did see a 
small sand snake in the 
shrubs! 

Einally, we had the last 
section: we had to carry 
everyone’s burgens up to 
a certain point and then 
take them back! 
Amazingly, our section 
managed to pull through 
and win the whole 
competition! 

We were overjoyed 
and both sections 
received hot dogs to end 
the trip on a high! 

Overall, the trip was 
very hard and very 
gruelling, but was also 
very enjoyable, and was 
a good and dijferent 
experience for everyone 
that went.

EWENNY BRIDGE: 

‘Opening date set 
in stone’ -am told 


THE Vale AM, Jane Hutt, has 
been informed that the revised 
opening date of the end of July 
for the Ewenny Bridge scheme 
is ‘cast in stone’. 

She welcomed the assurance at a 
meeting between Network Rail and the 
Vale Council, who are jointly funding 
the £1.9m project to replace the bridge. 

The AM said: “I am delighted that I 
can finally report to residents and local 
businesses that the huge disruption 
they have faced is coming to end and 
that the new bridge will be open by the 
end of July. 

“The new bridge will support two 
lanes of traffic and a pedestrian 
footpath, instead of just one lane of 
traffic, and has been raised in readiness 


for electrification of the train lane.” 

She has been pressing the need for 
both clarity and speed over when the 
bridge will reopen after being 
contacted by residents including 
Emrys Davies, chair of St Brides 
Major Community Council, and local 
businesses who were unhappy at the 
time the work was taking. 

Network Rail said construction 
work had taken longer than expected 
because the site had proved 
particularly challenging due to the 
position of the bridge abutments and 
the condition of the rock face into 
which they were built. 

Roger Tarling, director of Balfour 
Beatty Rail, said the construction team 
had been working hard and that the end 
of July opening date was cast in stone.

Dr Wvnne's 'double' at show! 


EARMARKED for 
launching at the Royal 
Welsh Show (in the Welsh 
Pony and Cob Society 
pavilion) on July 21, is the 
autobiography of Dr 
Wynne Davies, of Ceulan 
Farm, Miskin. 

This coincides with the 40th 
year of Dr Wynne as main ring 
commentator at the show, where 
he first won the championship 
with his stallion Dinarth What 
Ho 68 years ago in 1947. 

He also reported on the show 
for Horse and Hound every year 
for 58 years, retiring in 2012 on 
his 80th birthday. In 1995, he 
was awarded the MBE by the 
Queen at Buckingham Place for 
his services. 

Dr Wynne’s 13th book 
consists of 250 pages of text 
(85,000 words) plus 96 pages of 
photographs, which include Dr 
Wynne and his wife Ruth on 
judging visits to New Zealand, 
Australia, South Africa, Canada, 


USA and all over Europe. They 
have two children, seven grand¬ 
children and a great-grand¬ 
daughter, born on June 27 this 
year. 

They have lived at Ceulan 
Earm since 1962 but their 
current ponies are descended 
from ones bred by Dr Wynne’s 
family in mid-Wales 120 years 
ago. 

Some of the local young 
people who have helped with the 
ponies over the years now have 
successful studs of their own. 
These include the 12-year-olds 
Rhydian Donati, Gareth 
Coomber and Allen Harding 
with foals in 1992, now married, 
20 years later and still helping. 

Dr Davies has constructed a 
well-used one-mile footpath 
around 15 acres of Coed Gelli 
Hir woods, accessed over the 
river bridge past Pontyclun 
Library. 

There is also a public footpath 
from the bridge through the farm 
to Caergwanaf, so Ceulan Earm 
is well-blown to local walkers!

Seren is ^dancing in the 
rain’ as she achieves her 
dream against the odds! 


A talented young 
dancer from Barry 
has won a 
scholarship to a 
prestigious school of 
music, drama and 
dance in the north 
of England. 

Seren Cummings, a 
pupil at Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive School, 
celebrated her 16th 
birthday with the news 
that she had won a place 
at ‘The Hammond’ in 
Chester. 

Seren’s achievement 
was made against the 
odds and has thrilled the 
whole family, as her 
mum Claire explained: 
“Seren’s younger sister, 
Layla-mae, was 

diagnosed with a brain 
tumour at the age of four. 

“It has caused memory 
loss, verbal and mobility 
impairment, and severe 
complex partial epilepsy. 
Layla-mae was referred 
to Great Ormond Street 
Hospital and she still 
remains under their care. 

“Throughout the 
ordeal we have had to 
leave Seren many times 
with family members. 

“The frequent visits to 
hospital in south Wales 
and to Great Ormond 
Street has meant that the 
path for Seren has been 
so much tougher. 


‘To add to all the 
pressures, Seren herself 
was recently diagnosed 
with otosclerosis 

(deafness caused by 
excess growth of bone in 
the inner ear). 

“She has continued to 
study, meet her grades 
and develop in dance. 
Her ethos is: ‘Life isn’t 
about waiting for the 
storm to pass, it’s about 
dancing in the rain’. 

“Through a very 
difficult time, her love 
and passion for dance has 
kept her going.” 

There is nowhere in 
Wales for girls and boys 
like Seren, who have a 
passion for dance, if they 
want to carry on and take 
a professional dance 
diploma. In Seren’s case 
it has meant getting a 
place in Cheshire. 

Claire explained: 
“Vocational schools in 
England which offer the 
professional dance 
diploma are very much 
sought after. Hundreds of 
students from all over the 
UK and internationally 
go through a rigorous 
process to get offered an 
audition before even 
being considered for a 
place. 

“It is a very tough 
industry and demands 
real dedication. The

‘NAILBITING’ 

Claire said: “Seren 
auditioned for the 
Hammond and received a 
‘recall’ to study a three 
year level-6 professional 
diploma in dance 
including ballet, jazz, 
contemporary, singing 
and acting. After the 
recall, she was then 
offered a place to study at 
the school. 

“The school would 
also allow her to study 
academic A-levels 
alongside the diploma. 

“Due to the high 
demand and small 
number of Drama and 
Dance Awards, Seren had 
to audition again to gain 
a scholarship.” 

The Drama and Dance 
Awards (DADA) help 
successful scholarship 
students by contributing 
to the cost of fees. 

Claire said: 


“Scholarships are 

extremely limited and we 
didn't expect her to get 
one. Jane Hutt AM also 
supported us by trying to 
get funding. 

“Since being offered 
the place in March, it has 
been a very nailbiting 
time - however, Seren 
received a call last week 
on her 16th birthday and 
was awarded a full 
scholarship!” 

Seren told The GEM: 
“I’m really excited 
because it is a great 
opportunity. The 

Hammond School is 
fully behind me and I’m 
determined to succeed. 

“My ultimate aim is to 
become a professional 
dancer.” 

The cost of boarding,

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Royal visitor at Parc prison 

Prince Charles checks up on the work of his Trust 


YOUNG offenders in Bridgend 
had a royal visitor this week, 
when Prince Charles met 
people who are turning their 
lives around - with help from 
his youth charity, The Prince’s 
Trust - which is set to celebrate 
its 40th anniversary. 

He visited HM Prison & Young 
Offenders’ Institution Parc to meet a 
group taking part in the charity’s Get 
Started with Football programme. 

The course aims to give young 
people the skills, confidence and 
motivation they need to move into 
work, education or training upon their 
release from prison. 

Since 2010, The Prince’s Trust has 
run 12 courses at Parc, supporting more 
than 150 young people. 

The Prince was joined by Lesley 
Kirkpatrick, Director of Prince’s Trust 
Cymru, for a tour of the prison gardens 
and sports area, where he met young 
people on the course run in partnership 
with Cardiff City FC Community and 
Education Foundation and the Premier 
League. The Trust has been working 
with Cardiff City since 2009. 

During the visit he heard from one 
young man who had taken part in the 
course when facing a five-year 
sentence for drugs offences. Toby 
Guest, 27, is now employed by Cardiff 
City FC to deliver the course and help 
other young people prepare for life 
after prison. 


Toby said: “I made mistakes in the 
past but the course helped me to gain 
the belief that I could restart my life in 
a positive light. Before that, I was 
unmotivated, and I’d lost all my 
confidence. The programme and the 
support I received helped me to see a 
light at the end of the tunnel. 

“I am extremely grateful to the 
Prince’s staff at Cardiff City for 
believing in me and giving me the 
opportunity of a fresh start.” 

Parc Prison Director Janet 
Wallsgrove commented: “Our work 
with The Prince’s Trust plays an 
important part in our effort to help 
offenders to turn away from crime. The 
Get Started with Football course has a 
tangible impact on young offenders and 
their communities by helping prisoners 
to build the skills, knowledge and 
motivation to succeed when they leave 
custody and return to society.” 

Prince Charles also visited 
Glamorgan CCC’s Swalec Stadium, 
where he was hosted by unemployed 
young people taking part in a Prince’s 
Trust Get into Hospitality course and 
Rhondda Cynon Taf, to a recycling 
centre set up 20 years ago with help 
from The Prince’s Trust. 

Lesley Kirkpatrick, director of The 
Prince’s Trust Cymru, said: “We are 
committed to supporting young people 
in Wales and providing them with the 
skills and confidence to find work.

Much like the 
original Terminator film, 
in the future John 
Connor (Jason Clarke), 
the leader of the human 
rebellion against the 
machines, sends Kyle 
Reese (Jai Courtney) 
back in time to protect 
his mother Sarah 
(played here by Emilia 
Clarke) from a 
Terminator sent to kill 
her (Schwarzenegger). 
However, when Reese 
lands in the past, things 
are hugely different as 
Sarah is being protected 
by the Terminator. 

In this new timeline, 
the threats to humanity 
are closer to home than 
ever as the three battle 
against a new and 
deadlier foe... 

Early on, Arnold 
S ch warzenegger ’ s 
Terminator, looking 
decidedly weathered and 
battered, declares that he 
is “Old... but not 
obsolete”. It’s a neat

excite either as a 
summer blockbuster or 
as a chapter in the 
franchise. 

The first half of the 
film isn’t too bad; 
opening with an assault 
on the machines that 
have enslaved humanity, 
we are thrown headlong 
into the plot which sees 
the 1984 version of 
Amie (cleverly 
replicated here) sent to 
Los Angeles to hunt 
down and kill Sarah 
Connor, and Kyle Reese 
then following in order 
to to try and stop him. 

So far, so The 
Terminator, but the 1984 
that Reese finds is 
drastically different to 
the first film; here, 
instead of being an 
innocent, Connor is a 
battle-hardened 
character, who along 
with the older version of 
Amie (who, in one of 
the film’s more 
enjoyable moments, 
battles his younger 
doppelganger) are intent 
on saving humanity 
before it’s even at risk. 

It’s here that Alan 
Taylor’s well-shot take 
on 1984, the pounding 
synth score and gritty 
visuals really hit home; 
it’s once the film takes 
in time travel to 2017 
and numerous other plot 
developments that 
things begin to awry, 
and neither Taylor nor 
the script can really 
inject any great degree 
of zeal into it as the film 
descends into silly CGI 
action sequences that 
defy logic and any 
palpable sense of 
realism. 

Schwarzenegger is by 
far the most enjoyable 
performance, using his, 
and his character’s, 
advancing years to witty

and clever effect, the 
nuances and the way he 
carries himself satisfying 
to watch. 

Sadly, Emilia Clarke’s 
journey from mother of 
dragons in Game of 
Thrones to mother of the 
saviour of humanity here 
is a nondescript one, her 
Connor certainly more 
hardened than Linda 
Hamilton’s 1984 take, 
but paling in comparison 
to Hamilton’s sequel 
turn. She is saddled 
with a whiny attitude 
towards predestination 
that goes against her 
outward toughness and 
the character as a whole. 

Jason Clarke finds 
hi mself poorly served by 
a script that tends to 
concentrate on hi m 
delivering menacing 
warnings and being shot 
at, while Jai Courtney 
may seem to be the 
latest go-to actor for 
physical roles, but his 
Kyle Reese falls short, 
not a patch on Michael 
Biehn’s original turn and 
on his own terms is 
something of an 
annoyance. 

Perhaps the most 
frustrating thing about 
this film is the central 
twist that has been 
undone and celebrated 
by the trailers for this 


film. Had it been kept 
quiet until viewing, then, 
while the film’s flaws 
would still be there, at 
least there would be 
something interesting on 
which it could hang its 
hat. 

Instead, by blowing 
what should have been a 
clever reveal in order to 
try and get bums on 
seats. Terminator 
Genisys becomes a 
tiresome and weary 
film, falling short on 
every count. 

VERDICT: A film 
that could feasibly 
terminate the Terminator 
franchise once and for 
all. Terminator Genisys 
is a weak offering that 
disappoints.

I said in my speech 
how important it was to 
end stigma and 
discrimination faced by 
people with experience 
of mental ill-health. 

The Welsh 

Government’s ‘Healthy 
Working Wales’ 
approach is seeking to 
address this. Our 
Health and Social 
Services Minister, Prof 
Mark Drakeford, 
recently announced 
funding to deliver Phase 
2 of the 'Time to 
Change Wales' 
campaign, which seeks 
to end stigma and 
discrimination with a 
focus on the workplace, 
urging employers to 
make public 
declarations of their 
commitment to tackle 
mental health stigma 
and discri mi nation. 

Improving mental 
health and well-being in 
the workplace is part of 
the Healthy Working 
Wales campaign to 
promote health at work, 
to prevent people being 
made ill at work and to 
encourage retention or 
rehabilitation of those 
made ill at work. 

It encourages 
employers to see how 
work can have a 
positive effect on health 
and that mental ill- 
health is not necessarily 
a barrier to work.

Airport help is available 
-from car park to plane 


1 WOULD like to 
respond to the letter 
from Malcom Cole, 
published in The GEM on 
July 2. 

We are sorry that your 
experience at Cardiff Airport 
didn’t meet your expectations on 
this occasion. 

Having investigated your 
complaint on June 27, bags 
reached the belts and immigration 
queuing fell within national 
parameters, and of the three 
flights that landed at the time, all 
passengers passed through the 
border, collected their bags and 
left the hall within one hour. 

As an airport, we work closely 
with our onsite partners to ensure 
we deliver efficient and customer- 
focused on-time performance and, 
as such, continually aim to go 
above and beyond such 
parameters and customers’ 
expectations. 

We are sorry that your 
experience didn’t reflect this, and 
I’ve asked our team to look at 
how the process can be improved 
further. 


We appreciate the walking 
distances within Cardiff, as with 
all airports, can be beyond some 
customers’ capabilities and, as a 
consequence, several years ago 
introduced the special assistance 
programme, where customers can 
request the level of assistance 
they require for both the 
outbound and inbound journeys. 

The assistance can commence 
from within the car parks and can 
continue to the aircraft door, if 
required, for the outbound 
journey - and likewise for the 
inbound journey from the aircraft 
to the customer’s final point of 
onward travel. 

The dedicated and experienced 
team operating this programme 
assist passengers who otherwise 
would hesitate to travel. 

For those not wishing to use 
the assistance programme, lifts 
are available at every staircase on 
the journey. 

The situation at Cardiff Airport 
is now very different as we 
progress through 2015. Since 
2013, we have invested in all 
areas of the business, an 
improved traffic approach and 


free drop-off zone, a modernised 
and extended security search area, 
a full terminal refresh and 
improvements to car parking 
infrastructure, new facilities, free 
baggage trolleys and Wi-Fi, a taxi 
booking desk and seating area in 
arrivals plus a new customer 
service programme. 

The summer schedule is 
delivering more of what our 
customers want: choice, 
frequency and value for money 
from all our airlines. 

The provisional passenger 
numbers for June are up by 12 per 
cent, compared to the same 
period in 2014;. 

This is following the launch of 
the new Flybe base, plus strong 
load factors on airlines including 
KLM, Vueling, Aer Lingus, 
Thomson, Thomas Cook, Eastern 
Airways and Linksarr. 

I trust my response has been 
helpful and we sincerely hope 
you continue to support Cardiff 
Airport.

1 WRITE to add 
my thoughts on 
the future of 
Cardiff Airport. My 
wife and I are 
frequent flyers (7 - 
8 flights per year) 
and, since the 
demise of Bmibaby, 
have been using 
Bristol airport. 

Over the last 10 years, 
we have witnessed 
Bristol going from 
strength-to-strength, 
making flying in and out 
of there effortless. 
However, being 
residents of Barry, we 
were over the moon 
when Flybe announced 
their arrival at Cardiff 
Airport, so much so we 
booked our next flight as 
soon as we were able. 

The fares were 
excellent and flight 
times ideal - so it was 
with great anticipation 
we prepared for our trip. 
On the day (a Thursday) 
we arrived at the airport 
in plenty of time, which 
was just as well, as there 
was a long queue to get 
through the boarding 
card checks. 

Once through, we 
realised the delay was 
due to the security 
checks and only one 
body monitor being open 
(making at least four 
unused). 

As we had plenty of 


time, we did not mind 
too much and once 
through, we were called 
and boarded on time. 

Unfortunately, our 
take-off was delayed, 
due to there not being a 
vehicle available to push 
the plane back to allow 
it to taxi to the runway. 

This caused us to miss 
our slot, which in turn 
made us an hour late 
arriving in Faro, but 
working out the travel 
time to Bristol, car 
parking etc, we still 
considered flying out of 
Cardiff the better option. 

I’m not sure what 
Flybe thought of the 
delay, but will no doubt 
make their thoughts 
known to the airport 
authorities. 

Coming back into 
Cardiff, the flight out of 
Faro was delayed for an 
hour, which got us into 
Cardiff at 23.15, but we 
did not mind too much 
as we had booked a taxi 
before leaving Cardiff 
and as we only had hand 
luggage, we expected to 
be home before 
midnight. 

Imagine our 

disappointment when we 
found that there were no 
taxis at the airport and 
one had to be summoned 
from Barry. This took 
until 12.10am, getting us 
home at 12.30am. 

We should also 
mention that when we 


were getting into the 
taxi, people were still 
waiting for their cases. 

While we don’t think 
Cardiff Airport is a 
shambles we do think it 
can improve a great deal, 
compared with its main 
rival, Bristol. It is ironic 
that the authorities can 
afford to run a bus 
around the clock for 
non-existent passengers. 


F urther to 

recent letters

Valeways strive to 
keep paths clear 
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Unique theatrical 
experience by NTW 
marks Patagonia’s 
150th anniversary

YOU would expect 
a national theatre to 
have a permanent 
base, but National 
Theatre Wales 
(NTW) has made a 
real virtue out of 
that ‘deficiency’. 

It has taken 
productions all over 
Wales, and to many 
unlikely locations - an 
army training area in 
Sennybridge (The 
Persians) or an aircraft 
hangar in St Athan 
{Coriolanus) are just two 
examples. 

Its latest production is 
in the same vein, and 
thousands have already 
made the trip to the latest 
unexpected venue - a 
trading estate near 
Abercwmboi, where the 
Royal Opera House 
stores its sets in a 
massive warehouse. The 
show runs until July 11. 

This time, it’s a co¬ 
production with Theatr 
Genedlaethol Cymru, in 
association with S4C, 
titled 150 - io mark the 
150th anniversary of the 
sailing of Welsh settlers 
on The Mimosa, who left 
to start a new Welsh 
community in Patagonia. 

Now, the hardships 
endured by those settlers 
on the voyage, the trek 
over hundreds of miles of 
inhospitable terrain to 
reach Patagonia, and then 
the struggles to survive. 


including a disastrous 
flood that destroyed 
newly-built homes, seem 
ideally suited to a drama, 
but writer/director Marc 
Rees has put together a 
production that has a 
wider focus. 

Keen to dispel any 
ideas that Patagonia is 
some sort of Welsh 
theme park thousands of 
miles away, he looks for 
parallels in the present 
day, finishing with an 
exhortation to Wales to 
fight as hard for its 
culture as Patagonia will 
have to. 

The Royal Opera 
House stores provides a 
massive area, and the 


show really is a technical 
tour-de-force. Over two- 
and-a-half hours, the 
audience is shepherded 
down long corridors and 
through wide open 
spaces to a series of set- 
pieces as the cast 
illustrate the pioneer 
spirit of those settlers - 
sometimes in an 
idiosyncratic way. 

We discover one actor 
perched on a pile of 
about 10 fork lift pallets, 
and he then dismantles 
and reassembles them to 
tell the story of one of the 
colony’s explorers, who 
rode hundreds of miles to 
find a new land near the 
Andes. It's not easy to 
explain how he does it, 
but he does. 

Cinema screens 
appear on the wall, an 
articulated lorry serves as 
a portable stage, a group 
of young actors provide 
some comic relief by 
dramatising a settlers’ 
exploration mission in 
the style of a school 
eisteddfod! 

You turn your back 
and a church is quietly 
assembled while your 
attention is elsewhere - it 
is a theatrical experience 
like no other. 

The female cast are 
dressed in settlers’ 
costume, long dresses 
and exaggerated bonnets 
that keep their faces 
almost permanently 
hidden. They are silent, 
apart from one set-piece 
when they sing a Welsh 
hymn, but their 
movement and dance is 
designed to illustrate the 
settlers’ experiences. 

In one scene, the 
audience is directed to an 
area set out like an 
outdoor restaurant and sit 
at tables. It’s about 90 
minutes into the show, 
and a cup of coffee 
would be welcome, but 
instead the girls jump on 
the tables and start 
dancing to rave music 
while giving the 
audience handfuls of 
grain. 

A friend argued that it 
illustrated the 

temptations of modern 
society, which was a 
better interpretation than 
my thought that the 


director was mad as a 
box of frogs. Rest 
assured, in this 
production, there is 
plenty to discuss 
afterwards! 

The theme that 
worked best was that 
featuring a young Welsh¬ 
speaking Patagonian 
actress, Elizabeth 

Fernandez, who is a 
celebrity back home after 
securing a regular role 
here in Wales on Pobol y 
Cwm. 

It dramatised her 
personal dilemma, 
whether to pursue fame 
and fortune in a foreign 
land, or to go home and 
help in the fight to 
protect Patagonia’s 
language and culture. 

It’s the parallels to be 
found in modern-day 
society that seem to 
interest Marc Rees most. 
With Spanish dominant 
in Patagonia, and English 
having the upper hand in 
Wales, that similarity is 
obvious. Similarly, 
Elizabeth’s dilemma 
highlights the desire of 
young people to move 
from their small village 
to the bright lights of the 
big city. 

In the show, Elizabeth 
has a vision and follows a 
settler through desert 
scrubland, until she finds 
herself looking over a 
fertile valley. The 
suggestion is that she 
honours the pioneer spirit 
of her ancestors by 
staying. 

The finale back in 
Wales is an echo of that, 
as the cast open a door in 
the rear of a warehouse, 
and there we find our 
own settler, inviting us to 
look out over our own 
Welsh valley. 

150 is loaded with 
symbolism - some 
straightforward and some 
more obscure - and it 
gets its message out 
through some bravura 
performances and 
technical brilliance that 
really impresses. 

The show runs until 
this Saturday, July 11.

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LOCAL SISTERS’ LATEST BID TO 
HELP END HUMAN TRAFFICKING 


GEM readers may recall that 
last year, Cowbridge sisters 
Emma and Melisa Gooding 
were part of a team which ran 
from Sofia, Bulgaria to Rome, 
Italy. 

They raised awareness of the risks 
of human trafficking and sponsorship 
through efforts to help victims and stop 
this “crime which plagues our 
societies, ruining innocent lives and 
trying to destroy hope”. (Quote from 
Julia Immonen who, with a crew of 
four others, rowed the Atlantic in the 
fight against slavery.) 

Emma took part in ITLR South 
Africa in March from Port Elizabeth to 
Johannesburg and next month both 
Emma and Melisa join a team running 
from Casablanca, Morocco to 
Barcelona, Spain. 

The routes they run are along those 
used by ‘traffickers’ and along the way, 
the team engages with local 
communities and media to warn young 
people, and particularly women, of the 
dangers they face. 

Melisa has spent the last six months 
in Cambodia, working as a volunteer 
with a charity, Cambodian Hope 
Organisation (CHO). In Poipet on the 
Cambodia/Thailand border there is a 
high risk of vulnerable children and 
adults being trafficked into Thailand 
and exploited in the sex industry. 

CHO works to bring education and 
training to people. In a recent 
newsletter Melisa writes: ‘Before I 
came to Cambodia I did an internship 
with my sister at Oasis Belgium. I saw 
the effect of what happens when 
someone is trafficked and it broke my 
heart. 

‘So to see and be a part of the work 
of CHO to prevent this from 
happening, is really inspiring. So 


many of the children who are being 
given an education and awareness of 
the risks would have been vulnerable 
to being trafficked and to know that 
these particular children are no longer 
vulnerable and will not end up like the 
victims I met in Belgium, is the best 
thing ever.’ 

In 2007, when Emma first started 
talking about the reality of human 
trafficking, local people found it hard 
to believe. That is no longer the case 
and there are many charities across the 
world, working to stop individuals 
being trafficked. 

The charity Emma works for in 
Brussels, Oasis Global is also 
responsible for ‘STOP the TRAEEIK’ a 
global movement of activists in 
partnership with the UN. 

Her work in Brussels involves 
helping victims, offering training to 
women vulnerable to being trafficked, 
influencing EU policy, particularly to 
have more safeguards for women who 
come to Europe as ‘mail order brides’ 
and prosecution of traffickers. 

There will be a fundraising event on 
Eriday, July 17, at 29, St John’s Close, 
Cowbridge to support this work and 
sponsor Emma and Melisa in the run. 
Chat with friends, meet new people 
over a coffee and cake between 10am 
and 12pm; tea and scones between 
2pm and 4pm, Pimms and nibbles from 
7pm.

JIM GROVE, who died last 
week at the age of 80, was an 
architect and town planner. 
That simple description, while 
entirely accurate, fails to do 
justice to a man of character, 
conviction and sustained 
breadth of interest and 
achievement.

His family and friends 
will gather in the St Quentin’s Suite at 
the Bear Hotel for a happy 
commemoration of his life at 3pm on 
Tuesday, July 14, and all who knew 
him are welcome.

Bronwydd are on 213

183. Saturday saw 
Porthcawl win the toss at 
The Athletic Ground and 
decide to bat on a 
beautifully prepared Tim 
Williams pitch and 
outfield. The Cowbridge 
youthful pair of Rian 
Thomas and Sam Russell 
kept the visitors’ openers 
in check with Thomas 
bowling 7 overs for 9 
runs and Russell 5 for 19. 

Nevertheless it was 
skipper Neil Brand 
whose orthodox slow left 
arm broke the opener’s 
partnership at 32. 

Aided by Matthew 
Keating with his unusual 
variant of slow left arm 


back of hand bowling, 2- 
21, and Tom Merilaht’s 
leg breaks, 2-14, wickets 
fell steadily as the 
visitors slumped to 
Brand’s accuracy.

Indeed it was Lloyd 
and Chris Willey who 
added a stylish 20 not out 
that saw the 1st XI home 
before half past five. 
Some of the Cowbridge 
supporters would have 
preferred some more 
cricket on a golden warm 
afternoon but the team 
were well satisfied by a 
comprehensive win. 

At Porthcawl there was 
a fine win for the 2nd 
XI who dismissed the 


home side for 154 with 
excellent bowling from 
the experienced duo of 
John Gilbert and Guy 
Parker. 

Andy Finucane led the 
chase with 51 but it was 
Ed Lewis whose innings 
of 23 not out caught the 
eye. The young batsman 
carries the same name as 
one of Cowbridge’s 
greatest bowlers who 
died half a century ago 
but in approach Ed’s 
positive approach 

represents cricket in the 
modern era. Ed finished 
the game off with a six as 
Cowbridge won by three 
wickets (see full report 
on page 22). 

This week sees the start 
of The Ashes in Cardiff 
and there are plenty of 
Cowbridge connections 
with the greatest rivalry 
in sport. 

For this test match the 
Cowbridge captain, Neil 
Brand, has been called up 
to bowl at the Australians 
at the SSE SWALEC 
Stadium nets no doubt 
under the watchful eye of 


Cowbridge’s Hugh 
Morris, the CEO of 
Glamorgan Cricket and 
the man ultimately 
responsible for the 
success of the event. 

Hugh’s record of 
masterminding three 
series wins as managing 
director of the England 
team give him a unique 
place in the Ashes story. 

The first Welshman to 
captain England, Cyril 
Walters played with his 
friends Maurice Turnbull 
and Johnnie Clay at 
Cowbridge on occasions 
and was an ever present 
in the 1934 Ashes series, 
scoring 82 at Old 
Trafford and getting two 
50s in the match at 
Lords. 

However we need to 
go back to 1931 to the 
day that the England 
captain, Douglas Jardine, 
played for Cowbridge at 
Pontadawe. As the 
newspapers of the day 
reported, the architect of 
the Bodyline bowling 
concept used in the 1932- 
33 series ‘was prevailed 
upon to play for the 
visitors and scored 26 not 
out batting at No. 12’. 

It was not recorded if 
the bete noir of the 
Australians encouraged 
the Cowbridge bowlers 
to follow the lead of 
Larwood and Voce, but it 
would seem unlikely. 

The principal target of 
Bodyline was Don 
Bradman, in all 
likelihood the greatest 
cricketer of all and it was 
with one of Cowbridge’s 
honorary life members, 
Douglas Davies, that 
Don formed a special 
friendship. 

This culminated in Sir 
Donald playing the piano 
as Douglas was served 
tea by Lady Bradman in 
their home. Look 
carefully in the 
Cowbridge pavilion and 
you will find the team 
photograph of the 1977 
1st XI, which was led by 
Douglas, is adorned by 
the autograph of the great 
man.

‘EXCITEMENT AND 
UNPREDICTABILITY AT 
LLANDOW KART CLUB 


LLANDOW Kart Club’s 
blue riband event 
produced excitement and 
unpredictability in equal 
measure as the coveted ‘C’ 
plates were handed out at 
the Welsh Championships. 

A busy timetable - boosted by 
the inclusion of round three of 
the Southern TKM 
Championship - packed in four 
practice and two qualifying 
sessions as well as two heats and 
two finals for each class, 
spreading the competition over 
two days in which the weather 
once again looked on favourably. 

Without a Welsh title, the 
Bambino class featured just one 
runner, as novice Ryan Smith 
enjoyed having the track to 
himself, improving his 
performance by four seconds 
over the course of the weekend 
and thoroughly deserving his 
awards at the end of the event. 

Smith’s appearance served as 
the precursor to each round of 
competition, with most classes 
being afforded their own track 
time. The hotly-contested Cadet 
classes were duly split into 
Honda and lAME runners, with 
the former producing five 
different names at the top of the 
result sheets in either qualifying 
or the races.

for her ‘behind the scenes’, but 
nevertheless vital, contribution to 
the running of events at Llandow. 

Einley Green, meanwhile, 
picked up the Kath Denscombe 
Memorial Award as the junior 
club member best setting an 
example for his dedication and 
effort to learn the skills of 
karting.
